forty-eight hours. From its latest. reports 
this morning the local Weather Bureau office 
now predicts a practically stationary river 
for the next three days. The reading on the 
gauge at 8 o’clock this morning registered a 
height of 34.7. 

This ominous condttion of the flood means 
more widespread disaster thun has yet been 
counted on. The river is still nearly three 
feet above the danger tine. With its vast 
flood maintained at that height there is 
scarcely a limit that can be placed to the es- 
timate of total damage yet to be learned. 

The sufferers by the flood have escaped 
with their lives. From the flood’s edge they 
now watch with anxious eyes for opportunity 
to save some pitiful part ot their little for- 
tunes from the general wreck. But the re- 
morseless sweep of waters covers all, and re- 
fuses to give up eyen a. scanty. tithe of its 
prey. 

Homeless, destitute, hangry, and with but 
the poor clothes tn which they fied for thefr 
lives from the flood’s advance, its victims 
can soe but one prospect ahead of them. That 
prospect is a gloomy vista of weeks, perhaps 
months, of weary waiting, of hope deferred, 
of desolate helplessness. 

Even the prediction of a stationary river 
is somewhat more hopeful than is justified by 
the cold facts of the situation to-day. 
Weather Bureau officials acknowledge that if 
there is to be any change in the stage of the 
water within the next forty-eight houes, that 
change will be in the nature of a slight rise. 

From Hermann, Mo., arise is reported for 
the rast forty-eight hours of .4 of one foot. 
This is due bere to-night, but the Weather 
Bureau believes that it will be discounted by 
the extra width of the flood at St. Louis at 
present, and so may not cause a local rise to 
be registered. 

Slight rises varying from 1 to .8 are re- 
ported from St. Paul, La Crosse, Dubuque, 
Davenport, Keokuk, Keokuk Rapids, Louis!- 
ana, Peoria, Quincy and Omaha. From all 
other points above St. Louis the reports 
show either a slight fall or a stationary 
gauge. 

The scenes along the Levee front in St. 
Louis to-day themselves illustrate the help - 
lessness still prevailing before the stubborn 
‘sweep of the floods. Encouraged by the fall 
registered on Saturday and yesterday, 
attempts were made by some of the Levee 
store-keepers to reopen their places and 
resume business. An improvised sidewalk 
was built below Market street and some 
stores along that route reopened their 
doors, but the effort to resume business was 
in reality a mockery; and the river popula- 
tion and river tra @ is still centered’ for the 
time being in old Commercial Alley, one 
lock up the hill from the river.

He is prepared for any duty which 
may be required ot him in connection with 
questions to come before the Presbyterian 
General Assembly touching himself. 

This morning devotio exercises of the 
assembly were led by Mr. chanan of New 
York. After reading the minutes the reports 
of the special committees were again taken 
up. Dr. Bartlett of Washington presented a 
report on the Indian school. It was recom- 
mended that henceforth all public moneys 
for Indian education should be expended by 
Government officials and that appropriations 
for. sectarian schools should absolutely 
cease. 

The constitutional amendment now pend- 
ing, looking to this end, was heartily ap- 
proved, Dr. Bartlett addressed the assembly 
in support of recommendations. 

The order ofthe day having arrived, the 
ro port ot the standing committee on missions 
of freedmen was presented by Dr. Souther: 
land, Chairman. After reading of the re- 
port the assembly was addressed by Dr. 
Glenn, its Secretary. 

The report of the Board of Missions to 
Freedmen showed that 871 missionaries had 
been sent out during the year, that 800 
churches and missions had been added and 
80 parochialand 14 boarding schools main- 
tained witha totalof 9,229 pupils, The re- 
ceipts amounted to over ~ $172,000, 
with expenditures almost equal. The 
board also has under its charge 
276 Sunday-schools, with 18,221 scholars’ The 
new school buildings bave been erected at an 
expense Of $26,000. Property for church and 
school purposes has also been purchased at 
Richmond, Ashville and Little Rock. Ten 
new churches bave been organized durin 
the year. Two hundred and Ofty thousan 
dollars are asked for the coming year. 

THE BRIGGS CASH. 

The Briggs case, it is understood, will first 
come before the assembly, not on its merits, 
but on the legal aspect of ‘the questions in- 
volved. The committee having the matter in 
hand will attempt to presenta report upon 
which the assembly can be united. Primarily 
it must deal with the question whether the 
ap lof the Fab apa a ng committee is in 
perder, though further recommendations may 

added as tothe proper disposition of the 
appeal. Upon these points any member may 
be heard. One high tn authority ventures 
the prediction that such a discussion would 
last three days. Should an appeal be ad-

Dr. Hunt offered a resolution to consol- 
Gate some of the paragraphs in the dis- 
cipline concerning the relation of the annual 
conferences and certain officers of the 
church. Laid over for a day to be printed. 

Dr. Hunt also introduced a resolution to 
appoint the bishops as a board to appoint 
the various boards of control for the differ- 
ent auxiliary departments. Carried. 

A resolution was introduced condemning 
capital punishment and declaring that the

necessary to touch the surplus $188,000 now in 
the city treasury. He said that he saw City 
Counselior W. O. Marshall yesterday, and 
that gentleman assured him the tax 
bill must be passed by midnight 
Monday or the taxes could not be 
legally. collected. On this. account 
Mr. Cole favored a compromise, he said, and 
he wanted the Conference Committee direct- 
ed to yield everything to the House up to the 
point of touching the surplus. 

Mr. Cullinane thoughtjthat the city, pros- 
porous as it was, could afford fo use the sur- 
plus and reduce the rate to do cents, as Comp- 
troller Stevenson had suggested.

The Missouri State Weather Service sum- 
marizes the crop conditions of the State as 
follows: Corn is about one-third planted, 
and most of that is rotting; lowland wheat, 
oats and meadows are either under or soaked 
with water, and little ono return is expected 
therefrom; pastures are becoming soft, and 
stock is beginning to suffer; fruit is sure to 
suffer from ‘‘stem-drop’’ on account of con- 
tinued cold, wet weather, and much of the 


crop was severely injured by high wind on the 
18th ; some potatoes, beans and other garden 
truck are up, but most of the plant is rotting; 
heavy damage to and loss of crops, stock, 
fencing and butidings, by floods, has been 
general throughout the State, and such a
